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Continuation of 11. Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments to Claim 8 gives rise to 
new rejections because although a method/process is claimed, no steps are set forth. 

In addition, the claims are subject to prior art rejections. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive. For 
example, Applicant contends that Dabbiere does not teach the "demand side reconciler" component in claim 1. Dabbiere, discloses a 
business community integration tool for providing to supply chain trading partners integrated, real-time access to such critical data as 
supply/inventory, demand, etc... (Abstract). Dabbiere teaches a demand side reconciler that performs a demand side reconcilation of said 
transformed data streams with said trigger event data based upon the occurrence of said trigger data." At Dabbiere [44-45], the buyer has 
placed a large order, and then the order information is logged, transmitted, and the request is sent in the form of an XML file which triggers 
the creation of a purchase order. Once the ERP system recevies the order, it reconciles the information by performing validations and then 
acknowledging the purchase order. 

As in informal matter, claim 15 is labeled "previously presented", but should be labeled "amended". 
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
